H. Jeremy Packard 


The Board of Governors is pleased to announce the appoint- 
ment of Mr. H. Jeremy Packard to the position of Headmaster 
of Ridley College. His appointment will date from June the 30th, 
1981. 

Mr. Packard is presently Assistant to the President of Choate 
Rosemary Hall, Wallingford, Connecticut. He was appointed to 
Choate School in 1964 and served there for eleven years as 
History Teacher, Coach, Housemaster and Departmental Chair- 
man. When Choate School merged with Rosemary Hall in 1975, 
he became Head of Choate, in charge of the student life and 
campus for the 560 male students. In 1980, he was appointed 
Assistant to the President. Previous to his years at Choate, he 
taught at Hotchkiss School, Lakeville, Connecticut, and Eton 
College, in England. He has further teaching and administrative 
experience in various Summer Schools, and has been prominent 
in the professional organizations of the Independent Schools 
both on a National and State level. In addition he has served 
in the U.S. Marine Corps Reserves, and travelled extensively 
in Europe and the Far East. 


LOWER SCHOOL NOTES 


It is difficult to mention “highlights” in a term which has no 
highlights. To a 13-year-old, everything is a highlight, and “now” 
is forever.

That there has been physical growth is evident in the usual split 
seams and tight collars. Moral and spiritual growth we take on 
faith. The regrowth of Mr. Loat’s leg is obvious and welcome. 


Mr. Packard was educated at Choate School where he 
graduated Cum Laude. He took his Bachelors Degree at 
Williams College and his Master's Degree in History at Columbia 
University. He is forty-three years of age and married, with three 
children, the older two by a former marriage. His wife, Ingrid, 
has also had professional experience in Independent Boarding 
Schools. 


The depth of Mr. Packard’s experience in Independent 
Residential Schools, the excellent of his qualifications, and the 
breadth of his experience, were the overriding factors, in 
identifying him as the strongest candidate from approximately 
one hundred applicants.

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New Directions at Ridley 


The fall of 1981 will see Ridley develop in several new 
directions as the challenges of the 80’s are met. 

Foremost on the list of developments is the expansion of the 
number of residential female students on campus. Due to the 
demand from well academically qualified girls, an additional 25 
will be admitted to Ridley this September. This will bring the 
total to 50 residential students and 25 day girls. These girls will 
be housed in Gooderham East and be under the direction of 
Mrs. Rosemary Iggulden who has been appointed house- 
mistress. 

To continue the programme of creating smaller houses, 
Merritt House will be internally divided into two residences. This 
philosophy has been developed to allow the staff to spend more 
time with fewer students. This has proven very successful in 
Gooderham House. This summer will therefore see the initial 
stages of the complete renovation of Merritt House. 

Finally, Mr. H. Jeremy Packard, Ridley’s newly appointed 
Headmaster, will assume the leadership of carrying out these 
developments. Mr. Packard was selected from a list of over 100 
applicants. Mr. John S. Guest and Mrs. Denis R. Evans, 
members of the Board of Governors, headed the Search 
committee and Mr. S. M. Irwin, chairman of the Board of 
Governors, chaired the Selection committee. As Ridley’s sixth 
headmaster, Mr. Packard brings with him a wealth of experience 
in independent, residential and co-educational schools. 

It is hoped that these new directions taken in student mix, 
in staff appointments and in facility renovations will blend to 
create an exciting Ridley for the 80's. 


Robert Elliot Stanley 


This year, 1980-81, represents the 25th anniversary of Bob’s 
arrival as a master at Ridley College. It is an understatement 
to say that he has seen much of the history of the School. In 
fact, Bob has known five of the six headmasters. Dr. Griffith 
was the incumbent headmaster when Bob arrived at the School 
as a Student in 1943. He spent a year in Merritt House under 
Dr. Hamilton, his housemaster. As a member of staff, Bob has 
worked under Dr. Hamilton, Mr. E. V. B. Pilgrim, Mr. R. A. 
Bradley and in September will work with the recently appointed 
Mr. H. Jeremy Packard. 





As noted, Bob attended Ridley from 1943-47. He captained 
the First Football Team and played First team hockey. After 


Ridley, Bob attended McGill University and graduated in 1951 
with a Bachelor of Science degree in Physical and Health 
Education. He taught at U.C.C. for one year (History, Scripture 
and Physical Education) and coached their First football team. 


During the next three years Bob worked as a salesman for 
a sporting goods firm specializing in the sale of fishing tackle. 
His greatest “catch” during this time was his wife to be, Miss 
Patricia Thompson. 


It was Dr. Hamilton who brought Bob back to Ridley as a 
history and science teacher in 1955. Bob in turn brought Pat 
to Ridley after their March 31, 1956 wedding. 


Bob was a resident master of Merritt under Mr. Al Staples 
from 1955-61, and then served as Housemaster himself from 
1961-67. To complete his Type A history teaching certificate 
Bob took a sabbatical to attend the London School of Econom- 
ics, London, England, in 1967. He returned to Ridley to take 
up residence on Ridley Road and to resume his responsibilities 
as Chairman of the History Department and as coach. 


During his long tenure Bob coached the First football team 
for 20 years, the First hockey for three years and was one of 
the first track and field coaches to bring prominence to that 
programme. Currently, he is coaching U/16 football and assists 
with the league activities in the spring. 


Asked what the most noticeable changes at Ridley have been, 
Bob replied: “I think the most obvious are the lesss structured 
and more informal atmosphere and the greater spectrum of 
opportunities, both academically and extracurricularly, that 
Ridley offers its students today. To qualify that may | say both 
these changes have made Ridley a better school, but for the 
future we must bear in mind that Ridley cannot be all things 
to all people without losing its identity.”

English Department 


ENTERING THE 80’s 


My guidlines for the production of this article were clear: 
“Write something about the English Department and make it 
interesting!” The task proved formidable for two reasons: first, 
because the Department has many new things happening; and 
second, because everyone presumes that you cannot make 
English interesting, so how do you make a whole department 
interesting? The answer, in part, lies in a cursory exploration 
of some of the changes which have occurred since my appoint- 
ment some eighteen months ago. 

As Head of the Department, | inherited from my predeces- 
sors, Mr. Ross Morrow and Mr. Richard Wright, a rich legacy 
involving programmes which encourage personal growth and 
enrichment. However, not only has a new person assumed the 
responsibility as Head of the Department, graduates from as 
recently as four years ago would also discover that they would 
only recognize one name in the Department — that of Mr. Morris 
Cooke. With this almost complete infusion of “new blood” has 
come some new techniques for helping to develop that rare 
creature — the literate student. 





Mr. G. C. lan Burgess 


For the last few years, all of us have read sensational 
headlines proclaiming that Johnny can neither read nor write, 
or at least have seen or heard reports, letters, and articles which 
lament the decline in educational standards. Most reports isolate 
the worst, and although society continues to complain about 
the problems, it does little about literacy. Dr. Hodgson of the 
University of Alberta maintains “if society were really concerned 
about what it calls literacy,’ educational budgets and time 
allocations for language arts would have to double. Since 
language competence cannot be seen as a material product, 
little occurs, especially in economically trying times but we, at 
Ridley and in other independent schools, are somewhat more 
fortunate for we have an enlightened and concerned community 
which supports an alert, imaginative, and resourceful staff which 
is willing to undertake additional work in order to reduce the 
impact of adverse economic conditions. 

The foundation of the entire programme stems from the 
definition of literacy, a definition which centres upon the students’ 
ability to express themselves in a coherent and convincing 
manner, be it of an emotional or creative nature; to develop 
clear and objective analysis; or to present accurate, complex

reportage with ease, economy, and impact. This type of literacy 
can only be achieved by skilled readers who have a highly 
enriched vocabulary and long hours of practice in the articulation 
of their own ideas and emotions. To this end, the “new look” 
Department of English has introduced a number of new techni- 
ques: uninterrupted sustained silent reading (USSR), vocabulary 
study, and journal writing. In the future, in addition to new or 
revamped courses of study, the Department will strive to show 
that learning occurs not only through language but also with 
language and it will attempt to devise policies which will 
adequately inculcate a sense that language does not stand 
merely aS a passive medium of instruction but exists at the very 
basis for forming and exploring central concepts in all dis- 
Ciplines. 

Last year, a group of teachers in the Department began 
compiling vocabulary lists related to all the books on our courses 
of study. Currently, the work continues as we try to generate 
lists of words which have a high frequency not only in English 
but also in the other disciplines. Once these preliminary studies 
are complete, the lists will be carefully checked against standard- 
ized lists to ascertain which words have the highest frequency 
in College Board tests or Scholastic Aptitude Tests. Ultimately, 
exposure to such lists will facilitate both reading and writing for 
the students. 

To extend the interest and the skills in reading, the Depart- 
ment set aside a ten-minute segment of each period for USSR. 
The reading period occurs at the outset of each class in English; 
and while some people were initially skeptical, most now feel 
that many reluctant readers have read more and have derived 
greater pleasure from reading. Indeed, a number of students, 
who used to proclaim they have never once completed a book, 
have already finished four or five novels; many others have 
achieved far more. 

In addition, early this year, prompted by comments in Michael 
Marland’s “Language Across the Curriculum”, | conducted an 
informal survey in several classes, asking students to record 
the types of written work expected of them and to indicate the 
approximate number of words, by subject, required over a one- 
week period. The results, while not statistically accurate, do 
present some interesting information. | discovered that, on the 
average (in notes, labs, tests, worksheets, essays, compositions, 
and the like), those surveyed produced approximately 3,800 
words of written material across the curriculum during that week. 
Even a casual perusal of the functions of language demanded 
indicated that what teachers expected and received was transi- 
tional language. These students had, therefore, little, or no, 
opportunity to explore or think in an expressive form, nor had 
they any occasion to use language in a poetic form — i.e. in 
the narrower sense of creative writing of stories, poems, or plays. 
As a result, several classes currently use an approach similar 
to USSR in writing. They keep journals (as a record of thoughts, 
observations, feelings, or ideas) which enable them to explore 
new ideas in their own language; and though teachers examine 
the journals, their evaluation concerns itself more with the 
explorations of possibilities than it does with niceties of grammar 
and spelling. From some of the speculations, personal anec- 
dotes probes, emotional tirades, or reflective moments, some 
fascinating creative work has grown. A number of these creative 
pieces have already found their way into “Acta, 1981” while 
others were published as a part of a student writing sampler 
entitled “In Need of Wings”. Should this enthusiasm continue, 
a fairly substantial body of ‘excellent and interesting work will 
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come from Ridley students. 

To refine and polish skills acquired through USSR, vocab- 
ulary enrichment, and journal writing, as well as to prepare 
students for the types of reading and writing they may well 
encounter in colleges or universities, the Department has placed 
significant emphasis upon research and writing skills. Last year, 
in collaboration with the other departments, we produced and 
published a “Style Sheet” which many accept as the “official” 
document for the preparation of manuscripts. This publication 
provides a standard format for presentation of assignments and 
includes materials about footnoting, bibliography preparation, 
plagiarism, as well as a compilation of symbols frequently used 
by markers or editors. While it is by no means definitive, the 
“Style Sheet” (since all departments refer to it) simplifies the 
student's task for he or she no longer has to master a different 
system for each teacher. 

Ridley is indeed fortunate to have not only a strong tradition 
in the study of English, but also in the current group of dedicated 
and imaginative teachers. It is important, however, that each 
member of the department continue to have ample opportunity 
to explore new ideas and to perfect techniques which will enable 
students to achieve the greatest value from current theories and 
practices in the teaching of English. In the near future, the 
Department will present a “five-year plan’ which will focus 
simultaneously upon the professional enrichment of our staff as 
well aS upon new Curriculum and upon an exploration of the 
possibility of implementing concepts involving language across 
the curriculum. When such things are developed and im- 
plemented, the Ridley student will be, in the majority of cases, 
genuinely and creatively literate not only in the sense that he 
or she will satisfy the narrow requirements of university entrance, 
but also that he or she will be an effective, creative communicator 
for the rest of his or her professional and personal life.
